The date 
eolum, giving dates of arrival and departure, disoloses that ovt of a tobel of 
47 vessels 4 stayed in port for one day, 33 for two days, 9 for three days, and 
ene for four days. In the case of Russian names ofvessela, the source evidently 
attempted to approximate the Cyrillic letters by using similarly leoking Roman 
letters. Pensilled notes on the photostat give the appropriate corrections, The 
tonnage of the ships ranged from 500 to 2,500 tons, Ineoming cargo consisted matl 
of steel plates, armored parts, and cotton from Leningrad, grain from Kaliningrad, 
fertilizer from Hamburg, and ooal from Gdynia and Sgozecin. Outgoing cargo 
consisted mostly of pit props to Gdynia and Sgozeoin, grain to Hamburg, reparations 
to Leningrad, cables, machinery motors, buna, cement, and optical equipment to 
Leningrad, briquettes to the Netherlands, Sweden, West Germany, and the USS, and 
ohemioals to Lenin;rad and Szczecin.
